Should Be Stored 
After First Frost

S. W. Hall's advice, sent out yes- 
terday by the agricultural college at 
Urbana, Ull., will answer many ques- 
tions which have been coming to this 
department within the last month con- 
cerning the time to dig the store bulbs 
or clumps of such garden flowers as 
cannas, dahlias, tuberoses, and gladioli.

Gladiolis’ flowering period ended several 
weeks ago, but they are left in the ground 
until) after frost, which gives them time to 
complete their growth. From the time they 
quit blooming in August until the tops are 
killed by frost the gladioli bulbs are going 


through a process of being recharred—<«imilar | 


to the recharging of an automobile battery. 
Here in the bu!b’s laboratory Dlossoms arc 
being made and are locked up to be turned 
out next season.

Cannas, dahlias, and tuberoses bloom late 
and are left out until after the first frost. 
Hall says to dig up the whole clump of these 
three flowers and retain all the dirt that 
clings to roots and tubes and store where 
it is cool and dry, but never near a furnace 
or in a place where water will reach them. 
Wherever potatoes will keep over winter 
theae tubes may be safely stored. Put them 
away soon after they are dug. 

Shake all the soil off gladioli bulbe and 
store them on shallow trays or where they 
can be spread in single layers in a cellar. 
The bulbs will keep where dry vegetables 
are safe and the temperature is around 40 
to 45 degrees Fahrenheit. Hall says to break 
off the dry tops and old corms which flow- 
ered the last season. Clean the bulbs three 
or four weeks after digging anc then store 
them.
